At the time ot his arrival 
he did not know who Vail was, but they were 
introduced later, The husband acted very 
formal and cool. On his cross-examination, 
the priest was asked if Mrs. Vail had told nim 
whether the shooting was an accident. This 
wus objected to by the prosecution, who 
stated that a priest could not disclose 
the secrets of the confessional. The 
Justice permitted the question to be put, 
leaving it optional with the witness whether 
he should answer. The priest stated that he 
asked whether the shooting was an accident, 
and intimated that it was neccessary that he 
should know before he could administer the 
last rites of the Church.

It is not often the Court of Appeals is asked 
to prohibit a Judge of the Circait Court issuing 
an order or, rather, rendering a decision a 
certain way. Such u proceeding 
was begun this morning by. D. 
P. Dyer and David Goldsmith 
representing A. Loth & Sons, and the judge 
they wish to secure a writ of prohibition for 10 
Judge Fisher of Circuit Court Room No. 12. 
The public will remember the bundles of at- 
tachments filed by Eastern creditors against 
A. Loth & Sons the day of theér failure over a 
month ago, and the great number 
filed since then. There was a hasty 
scramble among creditors to get in their suits 
fret. Since the failure the creditors have 
been seized with a burning dgsire to get at the 
books of the defunct firm and see if there was 
anything lett to attachment besides the 
contents of the store, 616 Lo- 
cust street. All attempts have hereto- 
— failed. Last week Judge Valliant was 

aled to by anumber of creditors, who 
ed permission to look at the books in the 
bands of the receiver. Judge Valliant ren- 
dered a decision last Monday in which he said 
he did not think it would be just to allow the 
creditors to acquaint themselves with the af- 
fairs of the defunct firm until the trial 
of the case, but when the trial was on the re- 
celver would be ordered to produce any books 
or papers the creditors desired. Until then, 
however, be sald, the books wou!d remain in 
the receiver’s hands. The creditors were 
not satisfied with this and applied to 
Judge Fisher for permission, saying it 
would bea at benefit to the creditors if 
owed to go over the books of 
But they failed to state what 
ect 15 would have on the defunct firm. 
yer, fearing Judge Fisher would grant the 
order, drew up his application for a writ of 
prohibition and submitted it to the Court of 
Appeals this morning. Speaking of the mat- 
ter afterward Col. Dyer said: 

Theses creditors are a fishing expedition 
and we do not propose to allow them to fish 
through the books of A. Loth & BSons for in- 
formation which should not reach them until 
the trial of these cases. They should be 
compelled to wait until the cases come up be- 
fore they learn whether their attachments 
will hold or not, and thatis why we filed the 
application.’’

The bids received by Secretary WINDOM 
for the Alaska fur seal privilege all show 
that the first lease to the Alaska Com- 
mercial Co, was an egregious swindle. 

That company’s own bid offers to pay a 
royalty of $6.75 per skin, instead of 2.624 
as formerly, in addition to a rental of 


| $50,000 per annum, and on top of this to 


bind itself to build and maintain schools, 
churches and hospitals, and 100 dwellings 
for the islanders; to make ample pravis- 
ion for their support; to establish and 
maintain a regular mail service, and to 
do other things which will be equivalent 
to paying the United States an annual 
revenue of $975,000. It also offers to give 
as much as may be offered by any other 
responsible bidder, and several of the 
bids offer more than $10 per skin. 

A Boston paper has obtained from those 
who have transacted the Alaska Com- 
mercial Co.’s business full and accurate 
information as to its expenditures and 
receipts and finds that the skins laid down 
in London have cost the company $3.50 
each when 100,000 were taken, and $4.33 
each when only 60,000 were taken, This 
covers every item of cost except the $50,000 
rental and the royalty of 2.62% per skin 
The price per skin in the London market 
has averaged $16.75 for the last eleven 
years, and the entire cost deducted from 
this price shows a net annual profit of 
$1,000,000 or more per year for the com- 
pany on its contract with the United 
States. 

This is a pretty good return from an 
investment of #200,000. It shows how very 
liberal governments are in bestowing 
monopolies under pretense of protecting 
government property and interests.

THE VARIED ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF AN 
AMERICAN SAILOR- 


Statement of One of the Crew of the Enater- 
prise—Hew Her Captain Received Re- 
spect for His Country—Guests Entertained 
—Feats of Navigation—The Captain's 
Story of Bis Troubles.

EW YORK,

late cruise gives the 
following interesting 
» story for publication: 
It would make very 
Interesting reading, 
said he, to have the 
incidents of our voy- 
age published. Capt. 
MecCalla is a smart 
man, a diplomatic 
man, a good sallor, a 
close observer of human nature anda good 
hater. He isthe best dancer on the Enter- 
prise and the best fighter. He can whip any 
maninthe forecastie, and he isan adept at 
flirting. Most ot the trouble is with the ward- 
room officers. If it were left to the Captain 
we would get along all right. Lieut. Inger- 
sollisa very passionate man and much of the 
friction on board can be laid at his 
door. As a sailor I would acquit Capt. 
McCalla of all blame for striking 
down the seaman John Walker. Walker was: 
a New York tough, and made trouble on 
board at every opportunity. Ten days before 
this occurred Walker was one of the leaders 
ofa small-sized riot on board, in which the 
white men almost killed the colored sailors. A 
cologgad fellow who had been drinking re- 
marked that he could whip anybody on board. 
That was the signalfora general onslaught, 
of which Walker was one ofthe leaders. The 
negroes were badly difigured, and it is a won- 
der that several of them were not killed. Capt. 
McCalla knew that he would haveto make an 
example of some of these men and 
when Walker continued his riotous conduct 
the Captain told him to desist. He would 
not, but «cept bellowing at the top 
of his voice and 80 incensed the 
Captain, who wason duty at the time, that 
he drew his sword and struck him two or 
three times over the back of the head. It is 
true that Walker was lroned hand aud foot at 
the time, and was utterly defenseless. The 
Captain would have been justified in striking 
him once, but he was so incensed that the two 


or three extra blows could not have been 
helped. Walker was very peaceable after 
that. He was in the hospital for about a 
week. 

A VISIT FROM ARGYLE. ‘ 

The last week of September, 1889, McCalla 
sent the old Enterprise up to Inverary at the 
head of Lochfyne, which is the seat of the 
Duke of Argyle. There is no man in the 
American service who has the indomitable 
will and courage of Bowman H. McCalla. 
No man-of-war had ever gone up the 
Lochfyne before. The old 
prised when he saw the American man-of-war 
anchor off his castle.

At this moment the Duke stumbied as he 
was coming down the gangway ladder, and he 
made the most comical sight that I ever saw 
in my life. We were in deadly terror of 
laughing or the ship would have been in an 
uproar. Capt. MeCalla took him to inspect 
the blowing machine and the ventilator. 
These, with the sixty pounder on the deck, 
arco the chief attractions which the Captain 
showed to the potentates we saw abroad. 

‘*Now l wish it to be understood that there 
never was a man who went abroad who did so 
much to raise the standard of American sea- 
manship as-did Capt. McCalla. He practically 
forced himself on the people over there. He 
did things which had never been done before. 
The American public owes hima debt of grat- 
itude. Here ie a list of the English big guns 
who visited the Enterprise: 

DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 

„»The Prince of Wales, the Duke of Argyle, 
the Marquis of Lorne, Sir John Burns and the 
Mayor of Southampton, with his beadies and 
Town Councll with their best suit of clothes, 
He dined with the Queen ut Osborne House on 
the isle of Wight, with the Czar of Russia at 
St. Petersburg and with Emperor William 
at Berlin. He made the Enterprise one of the 
reviewing party to the naval maneuver of the 
Rusgian and German forces at the meeting of 
the Czar and the Kaiser, and you can depend 
on it that we were atthe head of theline. It 
was at Cronstradtand the Russian fleet was 
drawn up in line; we salled right up and took 
the head of the line and salut them all, 
from the Neva to the Hohenzollern, as they 
passed down before us. We manned yards 
and fired salutes eichteen times off the Isle of 
Wight for pobility. I bavethis to say about 
the old man: He was the fifst commander of 
a foreign war ship who ever took his ves«el 
up to St. Petersburg.

In the early part of the week Abe Wells, one 
of the men who had been suspended 
for taking the clapper out of tho col- 
lege bell, returned to the institution 
and it Is believed the riot was inaugurated to 
celebrate his return. The trouble began in 
the evening when Prof, Merriam went to the 
Schenck bservatory with the 
astronomy class. It appears 

soon as he entered the bullding the students 
locked him doors and began throwing 
stones atthe door. The janitor finally ap- 
peared on the scene and drove them away. 
They next locked Prof. Shumway in his room 
and standing in the shadow of the building 
made night hideous by their eat calls. The 
then captured the janitor’s cart and smash 

it intoatoms. When the janitor interfered they 
lassoed him. The rioters then organized a 
drum and fish-hormn band and marched 
through the streets, serenading the profes- 
sors. Araid was made on a Chinese laundry 
and the Celestiais frightened out of their wits 
by the explosion of giant fire-crackers. A 
banquet followed atacafe, at which Wells 
and other students made speeches. At mid 
nightthe students retired, worn out after 
their exertions.

The Result of a Quarrel Over the Title to

Los ANGELES, Cal., Mareh 1.—News has 
been received of a doubly fatal shooting 
affray which occurred ast Saugus, a small 
station on the Southern Pacific in this county, 
George Waltham and D, Cook were hauling 
wood past a cabin occupied by W. A. Gardner 
and W. E. Carmichael, when the two latter 
opened fire with a Winchester and revolvers.

MORNING AT CENTRAL TURNER HALL: 


Capt. Wm. B. McClellan Put in the Field as 
the Dem oeratic Candidate for Marshal 
Only One Name Preposed te the Conver- 
tion—'The Elvetrio Light of Democracy" 
Distinguishes Himself. . 


DEMOCRATIC Con- 
vention was held 
this morning at Cen- 
tral Turner Hall for 

the purpose of nom - 
inating a candidate 
tor Marshal et the 
election to be held 
next Tuesday. The 
eonvention was 
called tor 10 o'clock, 
but the majority of 
the delegates wére a 
little tardy in getting 
around. Ons ot the 
earliest arrivals was 
John B. O’Moara, 
who explained to 


those who assembied around him why he had 
advocated the nolding of aconvention. What 
had hurt the Democratic party in the past, 
he said, was too much  coentraliza- 
tion of power. If the party was to de 
successful all nominations must come from 
the people. An occasional convention was, 
too, he thought, a good thing to keep the 
party workers in trim. He believed like Na- 
poleon that it was a bad thing to let an army 
become idle. Jim Butler also was on hand 
early and told afunny story of how the First 
Ward delegation had been elected last night.

OLEDE FLEMING DISCHARGED AND THE 
CHIEF TO ANSWER FOR CONTEMPT.- 


The Woman Who Caused the Head of the 
Pelice Department Se Much Trouble 
Produced tn Court To-Day—The Chief to 
Answer for Contempt of Court Saturday 
Morning Next-A Suit for Damages 
Threatened by the Woman's Attorneys. 


Ohiet of Police Anton Huebler was in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning to 
answer to the charge of contempt in having 
made a false return to the writ of babeas cor- 
pus which bad been served on him in the Clede 
Fleming case, 

The frail Clede was also on hand, she hay- 
ing arrived in this city late last night from 
Omaha in the company ot Capt. Jack 
Campbell, who nad been sent to the Nebraska 
city by the chief bimself. It was almost 10 
o’clock when Clede, accompanied by her at- 
torney, Mr. Harvey, entered the court-room by 
the rear entrance. She was jauntily attired, 
wearing a thick ulster cloak and a round cap 
of some Scotch design, from beneath which 
peeped her wealth of short blonde curis. She 
first retired to the witness-room at the side 
but as soon as court was opened took her seat 
in front of the rail. 

The Deputy Sheriff had no sooner called the 
court to order than City Counselor Bell 
stepped forward and asked permission of the 
Court to file 

AN AMENDED RETURN 
in the habeas corpus proceedings brought in 
the case of Clede Fleming. , This amended re- 
turn read as follows: 

Now comes Anton Huebler, Chief of Police 
of the City of St. Louis, and by leave of court 
makes this his amended return to the writ of 
habeas corpus herein, and produces the said 
Clede Fleming named in said writ and states 
that he has no ground for detaining her, and 
that she voluntarily appears here for the pur- 
pose of this return. The respondent disavows 
all intentions of disobeying the orderof this 
court in his first return herein, and says that 
he acted in said matter and made said return 
under the advice of counsel, honestly and 
truly believing that the party was not in his 


custody or under his control, but was in 
charge of the agent of the State of Nebraska 
under e warrant issued by the Governor of 
Missouri directing her extradition as a fugitive 
from justice to the State of Nebraska, and he 
prays that the writ may be dismissed.

He quoted the section of the statutes relating 
tothe filing of returns and insisted that the 
1 return was insufficient in the matter 
of law. 

Mr. Bell held that Mr. Harvey was showing 
unnecessary and untimely vindictiveness ip 
the action. 

Mr. Harvey answered him saying that such 
was not his feeling. He was acting only 
that the right end privileges of 
citizens should not be trampled down by sub- 
ordinate powers. He said he was endeavor- 
ing to establish a precedent in which the lib- 
erties of a citizen formed an essentlal feature. 

Mr. Beil then spoke for some time on the 
technical law in the case.

Mr. Bell replied that she was not under 
Chief Huebler’s control, but bad appeared 
voluntarily and of her own free will. 

Judge Campbell finally ruled that as there 
had been an issue of fact raised atthe time of 
the filing of Chief Huebler’s original return, 
the amended return was sufficient and must 
be accepted. Mr. Harvey then sald: 

Tour honor made the ruling when the case

George Kennan, who knew, more about 
Siberia than others, stated that the Czar alone 
was responsible for the flogging of the lady.

Resolved, That we, citizens of New York 
and vicinity in mass-meeting assembted, do 
hereby express our loathing and detestatio 
ofagovernment capable of committing suc 
crimes as those perpetrated by the Czar's 
minions tn the Siberian dungeons. 

That we reverence the victims of these 
crimes as the noblest and most exalted cham- 
pions of the cause of liberty and bumanity. 

That we hold itto be the duty of the United 
States Government, in the name cf the people 
of the country whose fathers have fought and 
bied for liberty, to enter a solemn protest be- 
fore the throne of the Czar against the per- 
petuation of such unspeakable horrors. 

That a copy of these resolutions be for-

Ad- 
vancing to the edge of the pit she exclaimed in 
a shrill voice, addressing Lawrence J. Brady, 
one of the haudlers, Come out of that box, 
Brady, you loafer, and march home to your 
wife with me. 

Brady arose and angrily retorted: ‘‘Get out 
ot here. lhave had enough of your hound- 
log. Get out, er i'll have you put out. 

Come with me, I say,“ returned Mrs. 
Riordan, ‘‘or I'll blow your miserable brains 
out, You're a contemptible cur. I would be 
justified in Killing you. 

The gleam of a pistol barrel could be seen, 
and then aw! found himself gazing into the 
mouth of a loaded revolver. For severai 
minutes the woman delivered scathing re. 
marks at the expense of her son-in-law. Ten 
Brady was forced to march with his armed 
mother-in-law to his home, a mile distant. 

Brady married pretty Minnie Riordan two 
years ago. He fs a clever cornettist, and 
while — hy at a party he met Miss Riordan. 
She became infatuated with him and he paid 
courtto her. Learning that Mrs. Riordan in- 
tended forcing him to keep his promise to 
marry her daughter, Brady prepared to seek 
other fields. Mre. Riordan caused his arrest 
on atrumped-up charge of burglary and ar- 
son. Before he was able to disprove the 
charges the enterprising woman had secured 
the necessary papers for his arrest on the 
charge of betrayal. Justice Day married the 
young couple. 

Brady said he would make bis young wife’s 
life miserable unless she agreed to live apart 
from him, She insisted on making her home 
with bim, however. Brady bired the Elm- 
stone cottage near Wyoming. A man was 
murdered there three years ago and the place 
was called the ‘‘haunted house. When Mrs. 
Brady protested ainst moving into the 
greeny habitution she was told that she must 
ive there or remain with her mother. He 
pereres in leaving her alone at nights, while

wife became terrorized. Assoonas her hus- 
band would start out at night she would leave 
the houseand remain with neighbors or in the 
fields until his return. Last night sue was 
found sleeping lu a hay stack, by a young 
man named Thomas Ryan, who knowing of 
Brady’s treatment of his young wife and of 
his whereabouts at that particular time, pro- 
ceeded to Mrs. Riordan’s and laid the matter 
before her. Mrs. Riordan resolved to teach 
ber son-in-law a lesson.

N next Monday 
morning the March 
Grand-jury will be 
impanelled. The 
members willatonce 
retire and commence 
the consideration of 
the criminal cases 
which may come 
within their juris- 
diction, and the 
prospect is t wh 
there will be const 
erable work on 
hand. First and 
foremost is the possibility of an investigation 
ot the January Grand-jury, and an inquiry as 
to the whys and wherefores of the ignoring of 
the charges against the City Hall boodlers. 
That this investigation will be made is but to 
be presumed. Itis known that Circuit Attor- 
ney Clover was not satisfied with the one in- 
di¢tment returned at the January session. He 
had expected more, and may demand a re- 
consider n of the whole matter. Then, 
too, he may have procured new evidence. In 
this one particular the men who comprise tne 
March Grand-jury may greatly distinguish 
themselves. 
THE TRUST LAW 
may aleo go before the body. Cirouit Attorney 
Clover has been looking into this matter for 
many a month.

Webster Groves and Clayton Included in

IT WILL BE INVALID. 


Attorney Rassleur Rules That To-Night’s 
Board Meeting Will Not Be Legal. 


Attorney Leo Rassieur of the School Board 
bas decided that the call for to-night’s special 
meeting ot the board issued by 
the Macklin-Auler-Rogers faction is not 


in conformity with the rules of the board and 
cannot be considered legal. The call was 
issued by this faction after the proceedings 
had been inaugurated in the appellate Court 
to unseat four Of the leading opponents of the 
present board organization. 

The opinion was given by Col. Rassieur in 
compliance with a request from President 
Miller. It read as follows: 

DEAR Sin—In compliance with your re- 
quest of this date, wherein you desire my ad- 
vice as regards the sufficiency of the notice 
foraspecial meeting of the School Board, 
to be held March i, 1890, which 
notice is dated on the 26th inst., but was re- 
ceived by you on the morning of the 27th inst. 
by mall. I beg leave to inform you that under 
Rule 101 of the board, as construed by Judge 
Klein of the St. Louis Circuit Court, in the 
case of Consumers’ Coal Co. etal. va. this 
Board (see page 18, vol. 7. official pro- 
ceedings) the notice as given is insufficient. 

The rule referred to reads as follows: Rule 
101. Fhe presidentor any three members of 
the board may call 1 sessions by giving 
three days“ notice in writing to the other 
members of the board and stating the ovject 
of saidcall, butno business other than the 
special business for which it has been called 
shall be transacted at such session.’’ 

The notice, referred to in the above rule, 
was held to begin on the day when the same 
was received by the members of the board, 
and not upon the day when the same was 
mailed in the Post-office, or in other words 
the three days’ notice referred to in 
the rule, were construed to mean, 
three days from ihe time each 
individual obtained the knowledge of the call 
for the special meeting. Sec. 6,570 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of Missour!, 1889, page 1,542, 
vol. 2, provides howthe time is to be com- 
puted under this rule. The statute provides 
as follows: 

»The time within which the act is to be 


done shall be computed by excluding the. 


first day and including the last; if the last day 
be Sunday it shail be excluded.’’ 

Applying this rule of construction tothe 
facts as submitted to me, the 27th day of Feb- 
ruary, the day upon which vou received the 
notice, would have to be excluded from the 
calculation, there would remain but two 
days’ notice, to wit: 

February 28 and March 1. 

Hence as above already stated, it is my 
opinion, that the notice for the special meet 
ing to be held Marchi, 1890, has not been 
sufficient to hold a — on that 
day.

PHYSICIANS THINK THE EX-CONGRESSMAN 
WILL RECOVER. 


They Have Not Yet Probed for the Bullet 
—Kincaid Passed a Sleepless Night— 
Friends Proffer Him Counsel and As- 
sistance—Whe the Parties to the Affray 
Are—Sketch of Their Earlier Careers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 1.—ER-Repre - 
sentative Taulbee, who was shot in the face 
yesterday afternoon by Charies E. Kincaid, 
the correspondent of the Louisville Times, is 
resting easy this morning.

THE RIVER HIGHER AT NEW ORLEANS 
THAN IN 1874. 


The Flood Already Above the Danger Line 
—The Ohio Rising Very Slowly at Cin- 
cinnati—Prospects at Louisville, Evans 
ville and Other Points—Flood Notes. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 1.—It is now expected 
thatthe high water in the Lower Mississippi 
in 1890 will be higher than before. The highest 
known was in 1874 when a third of the State of 
Louisiana and Mississippi were under water. 
The river was last night within four inches of 
the height it reached in 1874. If the water 
raises a few more inches it will pour over the 
top of the jevee and flood the streets. In con- 
sequence of the fear of the water local bonds 
and securities foll in the market yesterday. 


The Ohio at Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, O., March 1.—The river is still 
rising at the rate of half an inch an hour. It 
stood at 56 feet 10% inches at 10 o’clock. The 
indications are strong that it has nearly 


reached the maximum and that it will soon 
recede. The cold weather operates to check 
the flow and the absence of rain permits trib- 
utaries to fall rapidly. 

The river has remained stationary at 56 feet 
10% inches since 11 o' clock and it seems highly 
probable that it will mark the limit of the 
present flood. The railroads are not under 
such a disadvantage to-day as they were yes- 
terday and by Monday they will all be back in 
— Depot and all freight will be moving 
as usual. 


The Walnut Grove Disaster. 


PRESCOTT, Ariz., March 1.—The work of 
burying the victims of the late disaster is 
about completed. Thirty-nine’ bodies were 
recovered and identified, while ten more per- 


zons are known to have been lost. Property 
at and below Wickerburg was badly damaged, 
but no loss of life occurred, as was feared, 
the people being on the watch forthe flood. 
Itis impossible hereto fix the responsibility 
forthe accident, further than that the dam 
was not properly constructed for the purpose 
for which it was intended. Adequate means 
for the escape of water in time of a flood were 
not provided. 


At Louisville. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 1.—The river is 
almost on a stand, having raised but one inch 
in the past six hours, At noon the marks 
showed 58 feet 7 Inches at the foot of the falls,

mighty long shot.. The clubs there are prac- 
tically controlled by book-makers, who will 
take any chance to get the best of it, and this 
idea that everything is fair out there is incor- 
rect. Jack Dempsey, who I candidly believe 
isthe greatest fighter that ever lived, would 
have whipped George LaBlanche to a moral 
certainty if the California Athletio Club had 
given him a fair deal. Dempsey thought he 
was getting asquare shake, but he was not. 
Inthe first place the betting all along had 
been in Dempsey’s favor. Now there are a 


whole lot of duffers in the Califor- 
nia Athletic Club who are known 
as ‘short-enders,’ because they always 


take the man who selle second choice in the 
betting. The original articles for the La 
Blanche and Dempsey fight called for the 
men to fight at the usual weight for the 
middleweight championship of the world. A 
few days before the fight LaBlanche came 
over to our place and told Jack that he could 
not fight for the champlonship because he 
had found it impossible to get downto weight. 
In all other matches where a sum of $5,000 or
